POULTRY ‘CULLING. 
DEMONSTRATION iS) 


The ability. to accurately judge by 
external characteristics whether i pullet 
will niake a good Jayer, or become an 


acquired hy many Maine farmers. Help- 
ing them to become “experts in thig im- 
portant line pf poultry husbamiry js 
ou of the aims of the College of Agri- 
culture extension service. 

Thig mouth in practically every coun- 
ty in the state culling demonstrations 
are being conducted by the apricultur- 
al county agents, assisted by G. M. Wil- 
bur, the extension poultry spoviatigt, 
, and the Farm Bureau ponliry project 
lender. 

Along with their demonstrations. the 
county agentsin 10 of the counties are 
making coucerted plans for a culling 
campaign, to be conducted during the 
entire. week of Sept, 11-16. ‘The ten 
counties in which the Parm Bureau in- 
cluded this project in the program of 
work are Androscoggin, Sagadahoe, 
Kennebec, Piseataquis, Hancock, Wash- 
ington, Franklin, Somerset, Knox and 
Lineoln, Repertg from the county 
agents showing the number of farmers 
enrolled in this campaign in their res- 
pective counties give a basis for the 
prediction that there will be very few 
non-layers Joft in the flocks in those 
counties after. the campaign is con- 
eluded. 

Last year 261 culling demonstrations 
were conducted in Maine under the 
auspices of the extension service agents. 
The total muwber of hens examined in 
these demonstrations was 15,964, of 
which 4648, or 20 per cent, were re- 
moved as unprofitable. The farmers on 
whose premijacs the demonstrations were |i 
held were asked fo keep accurate ae- 
count of the number of eggs laid by 
the entire flock in the seven days prior 
to the culling, and of the relative pro- 
duction of the separated good hens and 
enlls in seven days after the culling. 
An analysis of complete records Tes 
evived from 227 of these farmora showed 
that the total number of eggs Jaid in 
seven days prior to the cullings was 
$6,059. In the next seven days follow- 
ing the cullings the heng retained laid 
$2,269 eggs, while the culls laid in the 
anime period only 1469. 

In mldition, farmers who witnessdd 
the demonstrations applied this ac- 
quired knowledge to culling their own 
oeks and their reports showed that 
they handled 6935 hens, removed 1936 
os enlls; that the number of eggs laid 
in s week before culling: was 3404; the 
number Inid the following week by the 
hens retained, 202% egga; number Jaid 
by the enllé in the same period, 35,
